(The Regulations referred to are the Regulations for the award of the 
Diploma published on pages 1170-72 of Part IC of the Calcutta 
Gazette of the 10th December 1919.) 


Regulation 4— 


(A) Examinations equivalent to Matriculation.—Examinations recog- 
nized by an Indian University as equivalent to the Matriculation or Entrance 
examination of that University will be recognized as such by the !Account- 
ancy Diploma Board under this regulation, If the candidate has studied 
for one or more terms in a College affiliated to an Indian University, a 
certificate to that effect signed by the Principal of that College will be 
accepted as proof of the candidate’s eligibility for the Diploma.course. The 
previous orders of the Board must be secured by the candidate in other 
cases. 

(B) Attendance certificate —The attendance ought to be in an institution 
specially recognized by-the Accountancy Diploma Board for purposes-of this 
Diploma.
